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TRADING LEVY REDUCED |

The Northern Pigs Marketing Board 
announces that the Ministry of Agriculture is 
making an order reducing the Board’s trading 
levy from 2s. to 6d. per pig, as from December 
24th. This reduction is in conformity with 
the Board's policy of imposing levies. for its 
‘trading losses in that period of the year in 
which it is hkely to have the heaviest losses, 
and, also with the Board's policy of discourag- 
ing autumn marketings and encouragin 
spring marketings. In a statement just ieee 
the Board says:—The Board's trading levy 
has been widely criticised, but the “Board 
makes no apology for its imposition. In 
announcing the principle in the November 
issue of “‘ Pig Progress,’’ the Board pointed 
out that the imposition of a trading levy was 
a method of raising the dead pig prices. or 
maintaining them when they weal otherwise 
fall. It showed that comparable methods of 
maintaining prices had been satisfactorily 
adopted with pigs and pig products in: Den- 
mark and Holland, and that similar schemes 
with other agricultural commodities were to 
be found in various parts of the world. The 
experience of pig producers and their Board 
this autumn proves and confirms the Board’s 
assertions. 

During the period 1st October, 1934, to 
22nd December, 1934, 115,000 pigs were pur- 
chased by Northern Ireland eurers, and 20,000 
live pigs were purchased by the Board. During 
these twelve weeks the Board lost £8,000 on 
its trading operations, which represents a loss 
of approximately 8s. 6d. per pig purchased 
by the Board. 

The Board has lost money during this 
period, because, on the average, the open 
market export price of live pigs. has been 
appreciably less than the fixed dead pig price. 
The Board does not pretend that the fixed 
cead pig prices for the months of October, 
November and December, 1934, have been 
good. But, as thinking producers will realise, 
if the Board had not been buying live pigs 
at a price strictly comparable to the fixed 
dead pig price, curers would have been pur- 
chasing pigs at something round about the 
open market live pig price (i.e., on the average 
they would probably have been paying nearly 
8s. 6d. per pig less than they actually paid 
during this peried), and the dead pig price 
would have been broken in a downwards 
airection. 


ARCHDUKE OTTO’S 
MOVEMENTS 


NOT RETURNING TO 
AUSTRIA

While a Christmas tree is beina 
decorated in the castle of Steenockerseel, 
in Belgium, for the Archduke Otto ol 
Hapsburg, claimant to the throne of 
Austria, rumour is again busy over his 
future movements. 

Three days ago a personage in close 
touch with the ex-Imperial Family stated 
in Paris that the Archduke and his 
mother, the ex-Empress Zita, would 
return to Austria next month after their 
long exile and take up their residence in 
the Tyrol. An intimate friend of the 
Hapsburgs in Brussels, however, informs 
Reuter that “ there is no truth in this 
report.” He declares that Otto will make 
no move until he is formally invited back 
by his country, and that there have been 
no secret negotiations at Steenockerzeel. 

According to the Petit Journal of Paris, 
the Archduke Otto has informed M. Ber- 
trand de Jouvenel that he advocates a 
** corporative monarchy ” for Austria. 

“The majority of the Austrian people 
is in’ favour of a monarchy,” he is re- 
ported to have said. ‘‘ There is nothing 
in the Treaties to prevent the country 
from having the form of government it 
wishes.”’ 

T!.e Archduke declared himself against a 
parliamentary régime. 

‘The main lines of the modern solution 
of Austria's internal troubles,’ he said, 
“ have been shown by the genius of Signor 
Mussolini in the corporative State.’’ 

The Archduke still is working on this 
thesis for a degree at Louvain University. 

Meanwhile he is taking advantage of the 
mild weather to do a good deal of shooting 
on friends’ estates, and preparations are 
in full swing at the castle for a “ real old- 
fashioned Christmas.”’ 


BELFAST ELECTRICITY 
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CHARGES MAY BE 
REDUCED 


From OUR CoRRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Saturday. 

The price of electricity in Belfast may be 
reduced in consequence of the progress made 
by the Belfast Corporation Electricity Depart- 
ment during the current financial year. 

About three and a half months have yet 
to run, and it is anticipated that there will 
be a record increase in sales, and the total 
should amount to well over 100,000,000 units. 

During the twelve months ended March 31, 
there was an increase of 16,092,069 units sold, 
or 22.6 per cent. over those of the previous 
year. Of this increase in units sold \the 
City of Belfast accounted for 10,978,776 and 
the Electricity Board 5,113,293. 

From April 1 until December 18 there 
has been an increase of approximately 
20,000,000 units, or about 33 per cent. over 
those of the same period last financial year. 
Of this increase the City of Belfast accounted 
for nearly 15,000,000 and the Electricity 


Board for Northern Ireland about 6.000,000.. 


Since the end of the last financial year 
there has been connected nearly 5,000 new 
consumers. 

The net surplus on the last financial year’s 
operations was £73,000, and there is no 
doubt that at the end of the current years 
operations another considerable surplus will 
be shown, and those who use electricity in 
their “dwellings are looking forward to a 
reduction in both the flat rate and the valua- 
tion charges for electricity.

The First Journalist 


It would be interesting to get the 
opinion of writers on the daring spirit who 
could claim to be the first journalist. 
Lord Rutherford recently declared that he 
considered Boswell was, and .in this he 
had the support of Lord Sankey. Speak- 
ing at a journalists’ dinner, Lord Ruther- 
ford gave it as his view that Boswell was 
the first man to recognise the importance 
of a press agent. ‘‘ Boswell had a flair,’’ 
he said, “for knowitig what people liked 
to read and what was really interesting. 
When he met Johnson, he realised that 
he had found a veritable gold mine.” The 
Canadians regard Pierre Esprit Raddison 
as one of the first to carry the news of a 
new world to Europe, when he told of the 
marvels of the West in 1661. He was one 
of the most romantic coureurs de bois in 
Canadian early history, and wrote home 
in 1661: “Why should the people of 
Europe live in crowded poverty when here 
such riches are afforded to them?” He 
spread the news of the wonders of the 
great North-West, which induced his 
people to follow in his trail. No doubt, 
the journalist of to-day who sets forth to 
bring a story to his newspaper still shows 
that spirit of adventure, and if many 
Irish people were asked their opinion they 
would probably consider St. Brendan, the 
great voyager, as one of the pioneers of 
the profession. 


The Second-Hand Car 


I suppose the qualities of wiliness and 
deep cunning have been associated, from 
the earliest times, with the business of 
horse-dealing. Indeed, so many devices 
have been adopted to camouflage the in- 
firmities of the noble, but temperamental, 
animal, that this aspect of the trade has 
become almost proverbial.

Historic Christmas ‘Dinner 


Of all the Christmas festivities which 
have taken place in Dublin from time to 
time, perhaps none had more significance 
than the dinner given by King Henry Ll. 
of England to the Irish chieftains at the 
‘‘Thingmote,’’ near where St. Andrew's 
Church now stands, on Christmas Day, 
1171. This mound, from which the Danes 
were accustomed to promulgate their laws, 
was then some distance outside the city. 
and it was necessary, according to Roger 
de Hoveden, to construct a large palace of 
peeled osiers in order to accommodate the 
guests. The celebrations were on the huge 
scale common in those days; oxen were 
roasted whole, and the great casks of wine 
which were broached probably served to 
— good cae, Mg mitigate the 
anguage difficulty. is dinner is sup- 
posed to have had a considerable bearing 
on future events in Ireland, since it is 
alleged that some of the chieftains were 
so overcome by the hospitality of their 
host that they pledged their allegiance. 
Whether that was so or not, there is no 
doubt that friendly relations were estab- 
lished between the Irish and the Normans 
on this occasion. Henry II. was certainly 
more diplomatic than his son John, who 
arrived thirteen years later. The followers 
of this prince insulted the Irish chieftains, 
and appear to have been thoroughly un- 
popular, even with the Normans established 
in Dublin. John advanced against 
O’Brien, King of Thomond, only to 
sustain a crushing defeat. and the same 
year he departed from Dublin, leaving 
‘the realme a great deal worse bestedde 
than he found it.”

R. J. M. IRWIN, Irish traffic manager, 

presided at. the Christmas luncheon 

| of the Staff Dining Club, of the 

London, Midland and Scottish Railway staff, 

held at the North Wall on Thursday last, 

which was attended by one hundred past and 
present members of the staff and. guests. 

The toast of the “LL.M. and $ Railway 
Company ’’ was proposed by Surgeén Keegan, 
who referred to the luxurious }-travelling 
facilities that the company now affords 
passengers, both by rail and sea, compared 
with those that our ancestors had to endure. 
He traced the origin of rail traction as far 
back as the year 1530, when a vehicle, which 
consisted of a tub, conveyed over tracks con- 
structed of wooden rails, with. a two-feet 
gauge, was used on the Continent, but it was 
not until the year 1598 that this method 
of conveyance was extended to the coal pits 
in England. 

When Feise trains were first run the 
system of signalling during darkness was per- 
formed by means of candle lamps waved 
from the stationmaster’s house. 


TRAVELLING IN COMFORT 


Speaking as an ordinary member of the 
travelling public, Surgeon Keegan stated that 
he often wondered how many of the millions 
ot passengers conveyed by the compapy gave 
one single thought when _ resting W fneir 
carriages to the minute details which are 
necessary to provide for their safety and com- 
fort.

The French 
woman was an early riser; she had a very 
clever head on her shoulders; had a geod 
mathematical brain; and could make a meal 
out of nothing, and serve it up in a way 
which even the most difficult of men would 
find excellent. Altogether, the French 
woman made her husband and children per- 
‘féctly comfortable on the minimum of cx- 
penditure. Every French woman did her 
own shopping, and was really surprised wo 
find that the women of Britain did theirs by 
means of the telephone. This, she thought, 
pointed to the fact that the French were 
much greedier as a nation, and wanted to see 
for themselves the meat, fish and végetables, 
rather than rely on the shopkeeper, 


EDUCATION 


Regarding the education of their children, 
which was also part of housekeeping, she 
thought the French women were excellent. 
They accompanied their children to the 
school, and when the children returned home 
they asked them what they had done that 


day. The French woman took a pride in pre- 
paring the lessons with the children for the 
next day. Their reason for this was that it 


refreshed their own memories. This was the 
reason, also, for the French children being 
developed educationally at an earlier age 
than the children of other countries. 

In conelusion, Lady Muir said that, in 
speaking to a famous gastronome about the 
best cooks in the world, he gave the first 
prize to the Belgians, and the second prize 
to Scots women. He said the Scots women 
were the greatest experts in baking. See, 
seemed to have more patience, a light hand, 
and better ovens. This same expert was not 
so impressed with England, where the women 
went in too much for tinned foods. 

In general, she thought the housewives of 
Europe took a great deal more interest in 
cooking than the housewives of the British 
Isles.

A number of sacks of Christmas mail 
for Ireland made a double journey across 
the Irish Sea on Saturday. Thick fog 
had resulted in the late departure of the 
Irish mail train from Euston to Holyhead 
on Friday night, and when the connect- 
ing steamer reached Dun Laoghaire on 
Saturday morning it was two hours 
behind . schedule. : 

Less than an hour was available to the 
porters on Dun Laoghaire Piér to remove 
all the mails from the steamer to the 
trains and put the outward-bound: mails 
on board for the boat’s return trip to 
Holyhead. It was decided that the work 
could not possibly be done by the men 
available in the time, so many sacks of 
mail for Ireland went back to Holyhead 
when the boat eventually sailed, half an 
hour late.

While this was being done a 
second steamer from Holyhead cruised 
about in Dublin Bay with a further com- 
plement of passengers, who were even- 
tually landed shortly before 10 a.m.—just 
over two hours late.

LINER'S LIFEBOAT 


ADVENTURE OF TWO

““and went to sleep. When we woke up the 
next morning the ship was at sea, and we did 
not know what to de. We stayed in the life- 
boat two days without food of any kind. We 
had a pint of liquor each. We gave our- 
selves up on the bridge. I commenced to fee] 
pretty bad afterwards, and I do not know 
what happened. I think I must have cracked 
I did not come back to normal until about 
the time of the ship’s arrival.” . 

Hill said that he and Maguire had been 
visiting some friends. ‘‘ We had’ heen drink- 
ing pretty well,” he said, ‘‘and we were 
better than drunk, Ón the spur of the 
moment we got this ridiculous idea of stow- 
ing away.”

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RESCUER WALKS OFF  PAGANISM AND FAITH 


SEA DIVE IN DARKNESS 


A’ young man jumped from a pier at 
Southampton late on Saturday night in the 
rain and darkness, swam to a drowning man, 
rescued him, and then quietly walked off 
when he got back to shore. As the last 
steamer from the Isle of Wight was nearing 
the pier a man was seen to fall overboard. 

Two pier attendants went to launch a boat, 
and, as they were doing so, the young man 
heard the shout of ' Man overboard,”’ slipped 
off his overcoat and jacket and plunged 
into, the sea. He swam. out to .the 
man who had fallen, and held him. up until 
the boat arrived. Then, while all attention 
was focussed. on the rescued man, who was 
unconscious when he was brought ashore, the 
young swimmer picked up his jacket and 
overcoat and went away without revealing 
his identity. 

The man who fell overboard was Mr. W 
Groves, of Harcourt road, Bitterne Park, 
Southampton, aged about 58, who was taken 
to hospital and detained. 

Robert Gibson, one of the two pier atten- 
dants, told a reporter :—‘‘ I saw a man fall 
from the steamer, and we got a boat. By the 
time we reached Groves he was being held up 
by the young man. We pulled both of them 
into our boat, and took them ashore.’’ 

A. Linney, the other pier attendant, 
added :—‘‘ Groves was unconscious when we 
got him to the shore, and we were so busy 
that we did not notice that his rescuer had 
quietly slipped away.

The triumph of Catholicism over Paganism 
was dealt with in a lecture delivered to-night 
at Galbally by the Very Rev. J. J. English, 
D.D., D.Cl., President, Saint Leo’s 
University, Brisbane, Australia. The lecturer 
spoke of the clash between Peter and Cesar 
through the centuries—a clash between 
vibrant faith and a world prostrated by 
paganism, degrading everything with its 
touch. The Rome of the Caesars, like every 
other human Empire, held within herself the 
seeds of decay. Her spirit was broken, her 
eagles buried, her literature saved from the 
rubbish heap by the influence of the very 
Apostle, Peter, whom she had hunted and 
despised. 

Referring to the loss of the Papal States, 
the lecturer said that years ago Crispi had 
said: “ The greatest man in Italy will be the 
man who solves the Roman question.”” “' But 
to me.” said the lecturer, '“ the honour must 
be divided between three great men—the 
reigning Pontiff, Pius the Eleventh, his late 
Cardinal Secretary of State, Cardinal 
Gasparri, and the Dictator of Italy, Il Duce 
Mussolini.”

The arrest of fifteen Soviet leaders, in- 
cluding Zinovieff, reputed author of the 
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calendar’s, is a fixed feast. Its atmosphere 
is always the same. For this person or 
for that person there are circumstances 
which mark out one particular Christmas 
from al! others: a great sorrow, perhaps, 
that shrouded it, or a great joy that 
enlightened it. Yet, because the event 
which Christmas annually celebrates is the 
most momertous event,in our world’s 
history, there is something about every 
anniversary of it that remains constant, 
‘unchanging and universal. It is fashion- 
able nowadays to mock at the emotion 
which our ‘‘sentimental”’ ancestors 
called the “Christmas spirit”: much, 
people tell us, can be said for Scrooge’s 
point of view. Yet the fact remains that 
even the cynic assumes a new outlook at 
Christmastide: he may be worried by 
matters of finance, or by ill-health, or by 
troubles of one sort or another, but, in 
spite of everything, he is apt to be a 
kindlier and more tolerant person during 
the few days of festivity—as if the great 
kindliness. that Christ brought into the 
world were gleaming down the ages into 
the dark corners of the human mind. At 
that season the evil spirits of mankind 
appear to sleep; for two or three days 
there is a cessation of the international 
plottings that are honoured by the name 
of diplomacy, and of those, too often 
saddening, achievements which are called 
news. It is not so much that the Christian 
nations give themselves over to revelry, 
as that they surrender themselves to those 
simple and na*ural instincts of thanks- 

giving and merriment which are real and 

eternal. At Christmas love is victorious 

over hate—but, alas! only for a few days ; 

and the problem of the Churches, and of 

all men.of good-will, is to extend that 

brief period, so that eventually it will be 

coincident with’ the whole twelve months. 

Only then will the Kingdom of Heaven in 

truth be established upon earth. Yet even 

now, during the few days of Christmastide, 

the Kingdom is revealed to us in a 

glimpse as if by the swift drawing of a 

curtain. | : 

On the material side, this Christmas 

promises to be a season of unusual merri- 

ment and solid content. Both here and in 

Great Britain the omens for its success are 

highly favourable. The shops report heavy 

sales; here in Ireland, as an indirect 

result of the economic conflict, there is an 

unaccustomed abundance of things to eat, 

and we cannot doubt that the general feel- 

ing of careless gaiety has been reflected in 

increased charity to the poor. It is ironic, 

perhaps, that Ireland should be merry- 

making thus at a time when, by all 

standards, her prosperity is at its lowest. 

Observers certainly will be induced to seek 

an analogy, and they will recollect that 

the brightest and most lavish Christmasses 

are those which are spent in time of war. 

Yet, for all the paradox, Ireland clearly 

intends that her Christmas shall be the 

most enjoyable on record, and to the 

innumerable wishes that will be expressed 

to-day for “ a happy Christmas ” we add 

our own. It is right that men should be 

happy at Christmas; for happiness is the 

begetter, of love, and love is the whole 

lesson that our Redeemer has taught. Our 

national curse is discontent—that persistent 
discontent which has inspired Ireland’s 

disunity through the centuries. Only at 
Christmas is it forgotten for a little time. 

What a pity it is that our statesmen must 
retire for holiday during those precious 
days—that they cannot devote the kindly 
spirit of the season to the settlement of 
those differences which hreed bad blood 
and inhumane, rancour during the re- 
mainder of the year. If British and 
German soldiers were able to fraternise 
on the four awful Christmas Days of the 
Great War, why cannot the same power- 
ful spirit be applied to the. solution of 
our national and international enmities? 
The glory of Christmas is that it makes 
all men brothers; the tragedy of 
Christmas is that the spirit which it 
engenders lasts all too short a time. Can 
we dare to hope that even to-day the soil 
of good-will is being prepared for the 
angels’ gift of peace on earth?

Japan and the World 
Japan has fulfilled her threat to 


denounce the Washington Treaty. Mr. 
|. Hirota, the Foreign Minister, has cabled 
to his representative in Washington the 
text of the communication that must be 
made to Mr. Cordell Hull, President 
Roosevelt's Secretary of State, and the 
Navy Department in Tokio has issued a 
statement in which it sets forth Japan’s 
reasons for this drastic step. The Naval 
Treaty was signed in 1922. It has been 
instrumental in the maintenance of peace 
in the Pacific for twelve years, and, despite 
certain obvious. defects, it has been a 
highly valuable instrument. Japan’s 
notice of denunciation means that at the 
end of a period of two more years the 
Treaty will cease to exist, because it is 
most unlikely that Britain and the United 
States will be able to abide by its terms 
once Japan has left the entente, The 
Japanese lay stress on their desire to 
negotiate a new treaty with the other naval 
Powers “ on a just and equitable basis,”’ 
and Mr. Matsudaira, their Ambassador in 
London, has been instructed to open 
conversations with His Majesty's Govern- 
ment as a preliminary step towards that 
end.

Japan, of course, has every right to 
denounce the Washington Treaty ; but un- 
happily her general attitude ‘is such ax 
to cause grave alarm.

Nations and all civilised opinion gave the 
world warning of ‘her expansionist aims ; 
and there can be no doubt that her easy 
success against the ill-armed Chinese has 
whetted her appetite for further military 
adventures. Her expenditure on arma- 
ments is increasing steadily. This year’s 
draft Budget shows that Japan proposes 
to spend 530,000,000 yen on her N avy, and 
451,277,000 yen on her Army, during the 
coming year. Five years ago naval and 
military expenditure constituted twenty- 
seven per cent. of Japan’s total Budget ; 
now it constitutes more than forty-six per 
cent. The Japanese Fleet is being 
modernised and strengthened in -every 
possible way. The armaments industry 


last two or three years; for activity has 
been intense. Western Euroreans hardly 
can be expected to understand the fierce 
patriotism which is at work in Japan, 
where every man is not only ready, but 
anxious, to die for his country. Recently 
a new form of torpedo was invented. It 
involves the personal direction through the 
water of a man who accompanies it on its 
fell mission, guiding it to its goal, and 
inevitably perishing in the process. 
Volunteers for this fatal work can be 
numbered in thousands, and it. is easy to 
imagine the destruction that could be 
wrought in war time by such a weapon. 
Animated by a spirit ot this kind, the 
Japanese would be formidable enemies at 
any time; but, if and when they increase 
their Navy to the level of that of the 
United States, they will become almost 
invincible. It must not be forgotten that, 
although Japan has left the League of 
Nations, she still holds certain important 
islands in the Pacific under mandate from 
Geneva. These islands she will not 
surrender. She has fortified them 
strongly; at least one of them is a naval 
base, and we may be sure that Japan has 
not spent large sums of money on them 
for no purpose. Her denunciation of the 
Washington Treaty. will. cause much 
anxiety throughout the world; but it may 
have one good result. Britain and the 
United States have cqual cause to fear 
Japanese expansion. The present situation 
may bring them more closely together, 
thus giving mankind the greatest possible 
guarantee of peace. |

A Regrettable Lapse 


For countless ages now the public 
school spirit has flowed on its way un- 
challenged. Admittedly, there was to be 
found a small and reactionary majority 
who applied to it the same criticism with 
which it attacked the mass production 
methods of Mr. Henry Ford and others; 
but on the whole it preserved intact an 
aura of honesty, purity and general high- 
mindedness. Any gathering of. adolescents, 
collected for the purposes of education, 
might exude this atmosphere of manhood, 
honourable and undefiled. ‘However un- 
pleasant the youths might be individually, 
they assumed in bulk the qualitics usually 
attributed to officers and gentlemen. The 
Press, normally quick to seize on any 
anomaly, rarely showed a critical spirit 
in its reports on the activities of schools, 
public or otherwise ; for even the humble 
primary establishment sought to emulate 
the spirit of its more lordly model. This 
tradition now has been broken; for at 
the Headmasters’ Conference at Bristol 
some exceedingly cruel words were spoken 
in reference to a certain boys’ club in the 
East End of London. In the good old 
days institutions such as these would have 
been included in the pan of praise, and 
their democratic nature probably would

The Turkey Trade 

The su of turkeys in the London 


market this year has been far greater than 
was expected, and so has the demand. Not 
only England, Ireland and Scotland, but 
many other countries, have supplied heavy 
consignments. Supplies from Canada and 
South America show a great advance on 
last. year’s, while the number of birds 
from the Continent falls little short of the 
average for the past few years. The im- 
port duty has had the effect of raising the 
grade of the continental importations, 
since the lower qualities, which would 
have paid the same rate of duty as the 
bettem birds, have not been sent. Retail 
prices have fluctuated to some extent, with 
a downward general tendency, but the 
lower prices this year have encouraged a 
much greater demand, though doubts are 
expressed whether the demand will be 
equal to the supply for the last day trade 
to-morrow. The last day always is an un- 
certain time, and the market often moves 
in an opposite direction to anticipations. - 


Navies of the World 


Japan has denounced the Washington 
Naval Treaty, as she was expected to do, 
and it is not improbable that her action 
may be imitated by other countries. France 
will take advantage of the new position to 
call for an alteration in the ratios laid 
down in the Treaty, and, if so, Italy 
certainly will take similar steps. The 
Treaty remains in force for two more 
years, however, and during that time there 
can be no competitive building of war- 
ships. It is not altogether unlikely that 
another series of conversations may be 
opened after Christmas now that Japan 
has claimed a free hand, and regards her- 
self in a stronger position. This country 
has expressed readiness to concede naval 
equality to Japan, but in principle only; 
and the United States emphatically rejects 
Japan’s demand for equal ratios in con- 
struction. All parties are in favour of 
reduction of naval armaments by agree- 
ment, which lends hope to the view that 
conversations may be resumed before 
another race in naval shipbuilding 1s per- 
mitted to develop. 


Lord Macmillan seems to be the great 
man for Royal Commissions. He has pre- 
sided over more of them than any other 
public person. It is not surprising, there- 
fore, that the Prime Minister has invited 
him to preside over the Government's 
Arms Inquiry, and the general opinion is 


that the offer will be accepted. The Com- 
mission, which will number seven 
members, will have powers to call 


witnesses, and to take any other steps that 
it deems necessary to promote its work. 
It is probable that all the leading arms 
manufacturers in the country will be 
invited to give evidence. Lord Macmillan, 
who is a Lord of Appeal in Ordinary, is 
regarded as one of the greatest of Scottish 
lawyers.

The Chinese Ambassador, His Excellency 
Quo Tai-chi, paid a visit yesterday to the 
East End to open the Chung Hwa School 
for some of the three thousand half-caste 
children of Chinese fathers and English 
mothers in ,London. The school was 
rendered necessary by the increasingly 
acute problem of educating these children ; 
for, so far, the children have gone to the 
London county schools, where they could 
learn nothing of China and the Chinese 
tongue. During the War many Chinese 
came to this country to work in munitions, 
and, while here, married English girls. 
The children, in many cases, have to act 
as interpreters between their parents, since 


the fathers have little English and the 


mothers have as little Chinese. The schoo! 
was started some time ago, but is now 
housed in better buildings than then, and, 
as it will be one of a private character, 
every child will have to pay a small fee 
weekly. 


Restricted Receivers 


According to news from Germany, wire- 
less sets are being distributed to the un- 
employed in Bavaria at the instigation of 
Dr. Goebbels, Minister of Propaganda. 
The sets have been made to the specifica- 
tion of Dr. Goebbels, in order that they 
may pick up’ only the two strongest 
German official stations, and it is added 
that they cannot receive either news or 
music from British, Russian or French 
stations. From the details given, it 
would appear that the sets are of the fixed 
tuning type, in which the range is limited 
to one station or to two specific stations 
by means of a switch. These sets will 
answer their purpose until the users make 
the quite simple adjustment to increase 
their tuning range, though it is possible 
that the gift will be attended by the condi- 
tion that the machines are not to be 
disturbed. 


Pageant at Greyabbey 


The ruins of Greyabbey, County Down, 
will be the scene of a historical pageant 
next June. The subject is the foundation 
of the Cistercian Abbey there in 1192 by 
Afreeca, Princess of the Isle of Man, the 
wife of John de Courcy. The pageant will 
follow the lines of the portrayal in 1932 of 
the landing of St. Patrick on the southern 
shores of Strangford Lough. The scenes 
will include the marriage of Afreeca and 
John de Courcy, his departure for the 
Crusades, the coming of the monks, and 
the building and consecration of the 
Abbey. Magnificent crowd effects of horse- 
men and Crusaders will be staged. The 
pageant will be in aid of the Queen’s Dis- 
trict Nurses of Northern Ireland. 


Mechanical Horses 


A considerable diminution in the number 
of horses in the London streets will be 
caused by the decision of the Westminster 
City Council and the Southern Railway to 
abolish horse-drawn vehicles in favour 
of mechanical transport. Considerable 
economies will be effected; for statistics

that mechanical traction will result in a 
Saving to the Council of over twenty per 
cent. compared with the cost of horses.

ARMED MEN KILL A PONY

Shortly after midnight on Saturday a 
most sensational hold-up took place about 
a mile from Armagh City, when Mrs. 
Grimley, who carries on an extensive 
victualling business in two large shops in 
Lower English street and Thomas street, 
was driving home in a pony trap with 
her two sons, Francis and Joseph, who 
are in the business with her. The trap 
was being driven by an employé, aged 
about 25, Michael Quinn. 

They left the shops at about a quarter 
past twelve o'clock for their home, Tully- 
more Park, which is about a mile from 
the city. When they were about half-way 
up the avenue leading to the house, and 
two hundred yards off the main Armagh- 
Killyrea road, four young men, masked 
and armed, suddenly sprang from behind 
the trees in the avenue, and the leader, 
shouting ‘‘ Halt,’’ caught the pony by 
the head, and called on the occupants of 
the trap to get out. 

Another of the gang was brandishing 
what appeared to be a repeating nifle. 
Mrs. Grimley and the driver, Quinn, 
remained in the car, and her two sons got 
out, thinking that the hold-up was a joke. 


SHOT FIRED 

Joseph went up to the pony’s head and 
Francis stood at the pony’s side, and the 
four men retreated about ten yards away. 
The leader called on Quinn to get out, 
and Quinn, who was sheltering Mrs. 
Grimley, pluckily refused to comply. 

The leader again called on Mrs. Grimley 
and Quinn to get out, and swore that he 
would soon make them get out. Imme- 
diately a revolver shot was fired and the 
bullet pierced the body of the trap, went 
through the dungaree overalls and trou- 
sers that Quinn was wearing, leaving a 
mark on the back of his leg.

The leader once more called to Mrs. 
Grimley to get out and shouted to her: 
“Are you going to hand it over,” pre- 
sumably meaning a large sum which she 
was carrying, representing the day's 
takings at the two shops. 

Francis shouted to his mother not to do 
anything of the kind, and she replied that 
she certainly would not. 


PONY SHOT DEAD 


At this stage a third son of Mrs. 
Grimley entered the avenue on a bicycle. 
Joseph said to Quinn, ‘* Here’s Vincent,” 
and Quinn said, “We will make a dash 
for it now,’’ and, suiting the action to the 
word, whipped up the pony, which was 
azain being held by one of the gang. 
Juseph, armed with an umbrella only, 
made a blow at the fellow holding the 
pony, but he ducked and took to his heels. 

At this stage another shot rang out, and 
the pony, which had turned into the field 
bordering the avenue, was struck by the 
bullet in the ‘region of the heart and

THE. BRITISH PLAN 


The newspapers report that the Foreign 
Office has cabled instructions to Mr. 
Matsudaira, the Japanese Ambassador in 
London, ordering’ him to conduct informal 
talks with Great Britain, taking into con- 
sideration the British compromise plan. 

Even with Japan’s denunciation, the 
Washington Treaty, signed in 1922, will 
run for another two years. 

The Treaty provides that two years’ 
notice must be given before it can be ter- 
minated, and also that,a naval conference 
to draft a new treaty must be held in the 
year following a denunciation. It was to 
prepare for such a conference that the 
naval talks have just been held in London. 

While Japan’s denunciation will be 
viewed by Great Britain as a serious step, 
it is not to be regarded, says Reuter’s 
Diplomatic Correspondent, as in any sense 
a tearing up of the collective peace system 
of the Pacific, or as wrecking hopes of 
future agreement. 

But the United States undoubtedly 
takes an extremely serious view of the 
denunciation. It is felt in American official 
circles that this move by Japan destroys 
a Treaty which has guaranteed equality 
and security in the Pacific for twelve 
years. ; 


NAVY TOPS THE 
LIST 


TAX ON ARMAMENTS 
PROFITS

After a series of bargaining negotia- 
tions between the Treasury and other 
State Ministries, the Japanese Govern- 
ment finally has fixed the draft Budget 
for the 1935-36 fiscal year at 2,190,644, 
yen, involving the issuance of bonds to the 
amount of 750,357,000 yen to meet the 
deficit in revenue. 

Compared with the Budget for the 
current fiscal year, the sum represents an 
increase of 78,511,000 yen, while the bond 
issue involved shows a decrease of about 
34,690,000 yen. 

In regard to the i ES" for the 
various Ministries, the Navy Office tops 
the list with 530,193,000 yen. followed by 
the War Office with 491,277,000 yen, and 
the Finance Ministry with 463,813,000 


yen. 
The Cabinet has approved the levy of an 
excess profits tax during the next fiscal 
year to the ammount of 30,000,000 yen, 
which sum is to be increased to 40,000,000 
yen the following year. This special tax 
will be imposed chiefly on the munitions 
industry, which of late has been showing 
considerable profits. i 


MILITAEY EXPENSES 


Comparson of the 1935-36 Budget figures 
with those of the current and preceding 
financial years reveals that military ex- 
penses have increased for the fifth suc- 
cessive year. 

In the last 
Manchurian incident, 
fiscal year, totalling 1,596,972,000 yen, the 
Army. and the Navy combined had 
442,859,000 yen. In the 1935-36 Budget, 
totalling 2,190,644,938 yen, they are to 
have 1,021,470,000 yen. 

Whereas the total Budget outlay has 
increased since the 1930-31 Budget by 
about 37 per cent., the portion devoted to 
military expenses has grown by 130 per 
cent. From being 27 per cent. of the 
total the military portion has become 46.6 
per cent. 

The naval appropriation in the new 
Budget—530,193,434 yen—shows that the 
hope of the delegates to the Washington 
and London Naval Conferences that the 
Treaties concluded by them would reduce 
naval expenditure has not been realised ; 
for Japan’s largst previous naval appro- 
priation, that for the 1921-22 financial 
year, approved by the Diet before the 
Washington Conference.was only 502,124,975 
yen.

EVIDENCE AT THE INQUEST

The circumstances under which James 
O'Donnell (42), a native of Kilkenny and 
temporary guard of the Great Southern 
Railways, met his death at Wexford South 
Station were related at an inquest held by 
Mr. J. V. Fahy, District Justice, to-day.

O’Donnell gave witness a signal to move 
the engine, and witness moved it a yard 
or two until he heard it touching the 
wagon, He then stopped the engine, and 
after a minute or two, when O’Donnell 
did not appear, witness called out, “ Are 
you right, Jim!” When he did not get a 
reply he got off the engine and found 
O'Donnell lying on his back, his left foot 
resting on a rail, and a wagon quite close. 
His hands and face were quite cold, and 
he appeared dead. On examining the 
wagon witness found a clot of blood on 
the buffer. The deceased man had not 
hooked on the wagon, and, in the opinion 
of witness, got caught between the buffers. 

Platform Porter J. Doyle gave corrobo- 
rative evidence and stated that the ground 
where the deceased man was lyin; was 
slippery. 

r. J. A. Pierce stated that doath was 
due to fracture of the skull. 

Michael Walsh, in reply to further ques- 
tions, stated that O'Donnell was very 
particular in his use of the shunting pole 
for coupling and uncoupling wagons, but 
he was not using it at the time of the 
accident, presumably as the hook-up was 
a small one.

THE ASSASSINATION OF KIROFF 


Press Association FOREIGN SPECIAL, | 
MOSCOW, Sunday. 


These stern measures, which are stated 
to be in connection with the assassination 
of Kiroff, the Leningrad party chief, 
indicate the gravity with which the Com- 
munist Party views the present situation. 

Until December 1, when Kiroff was shot 
in his office at Leningrad, the party had 
become somewhat lulled into relaxed 
vigilance on account of the apparent 
harmony in its ranks. 

The discovery of an ‘anti-Soviet ” 
group, composed of party and ex-party 
members, came as a shock, bringing the 
knowledge that enemies of the régime were 


‘ 


still active and calling for increased 
vigilance. 
Although the crime was at, first 


attributed to ' an enemy of the working 
class,’’ it was later officially suggested that 
the murder was the outcome of an old 
feud between the followers of Stalin on the 
one hand, and those of Trotzky and 
Zinovieff on the other. 

Rumours of the arrests became current 
both here and abroad last week, following 
the publication by the newspapers of 
editorials calling for the ‘‘ merciless up- 
rooting of all class enemies.’’ The 
murdered leader, Kiroff, who succeeded 
Zinovieff on Zinovieff’s expulsion from 
the Communist Party, was a bitter enemy 
of the Trotzky-Zinovieff Opposition. 

All those arrested are described as 
members of the former Zinovieff Opposi- 
tion group. 


THE PRISONERS 


The following is the list of-the prisoners 
issued here: Zinovieff, Kameneff, Federoff, 
Safaroff, Vardin, Zalatsky, Evdokimoff, 
Sharoff, Kuklin, Faivilovitch, Bakayeff, 
Gorshenin, Bulakh, Gertik, andKostina. 

In the case of the first seven it is an- 
nounced that there is not sufficient evidence 
to justify their being brought to trial. They 
have been handed over to a special 
tribunal under the auspices of the 
Commissariat for Home Affairs, which will 
consider their “ administrative exile.’’ 

That the leading figures mentioned have 
been exiled and not indicted for trial, 
with the possible consequence of the death 
penalty, comes as no surprise. In Soviet 
Russia no old revolutionary has ever been 
shot by his former comrades. Their exile 
also goes to show that they were not 
directly concerned with the Leningrad 
terrorist group, and did not instigate the 
actual assassination, but probably knew 
something about the existence of this 
society and could have nipped its plans in 
the bud by informing the authorities. 

Zinovieff was expelled from the Com 
munist Party in 1932 for being aware of 
the existence of opposition and not in- 
forming the authorities. 


THE OPPOSITION 


It seems hardly likely that their arrest

LENIN’S FRIEND 


Nikolaeyeff, the murderer of Kiroff, is 
alleged to have admitted that he was a 
member of the Zinovieff Opposition, and 
that he received orders to carry out the 
crime. 

Gregory Zinovieff is 51 years of age. 
He was a prominent Bolshevik before the 
War, and a close friend of both Lenin and 
Trotsky. In 1917, when Lenin passed 
through Germany in a ‘‘sealed train,” 
Zinovieff followed him and took an activo 
part in the conspiracy that led to the 
overthrow of Kerensky. Until his decline 
he held various important posts, including 
the leadership of the Third International. 
Supporters of the British Labour Party 
and Zinovieff himself denied the genuine- 
ness of the so-called “red letter’’ which 
Zinovieff was alleged to have sent to 
British Communists in 1924. Interviewed 
on the subject, Zinovieff said that the 
letter was a forgery, emanating from 


}Poland, and described it as “one of the 


usual underhand methods used to combat 
Communism.’’ 


OFFICIALS DISMISSED 


Vigilance is now the watchword in the 
Communist Party as an aftermath of the 
Kiroff assassination and the discovery of 
plotting groups composed of members and 
ex-members of the party. In all cities 
members are on the alert to discover and 
stamp out the first signs of opposition or 
‘* Trotsky-ite ideology.’ 

According to to-day’s newspapers, the 
university ‘colleges of the City of Dniepro- 
petrovsk are ‘‘ choked with nationalist, 
Trotsky-ite elements.”’ 

For failing to take action against these 
elements, and for ‘‘ rotten Liberalism and 
lack of Bolshevik watchfulness,’’ the 
secretary of the City Committee of the 
Communist Party, -Levitine, and his 
assistant, Skripnik, have been removed 
from their posts and severely rebuked. 

Professor Vladimirov, of the Economics 
Department in the City of Rostov-on-Don, 
has been expelled from the Communist 
Party for delivering if a lecture an “' un- 
surpassed example of insolent contraband 
introduction of Trotsky-ite ideology.’’

THE CHRISTMAS

In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes :—Christmas is a season which 
links the present with the past.

A big increase in America’s world trade 
is revealed by the import and export 
figures for the year ended June 30, 1954.

Exports, according to the report, rose 
42 per cent. in value and 18 per cent. in 


volume above the figures for the year 
1952-1955. 

Imports rose even more, the figures being

LESS SPIRITS CONSUMED 

The continued fall in the consumption of 
dutiable spirits is referred to in the twenty- 
fifth report. of the Commissioners of British 
Customs and Excise, which deals with the 
year ended March 31 last, and was issued as 
a Blue Book on Saturday. 

This consumption had been ET since 


1919-20. During the ten years 1924-25 to 
1933.34 the quantities duty paid fell from 
150,000 proof 


14,500,000 próof gallons to 0 
gallons, a the corresponding quantities per 
head of the population from one-third of a 
proof gallon to one-fifth. sás 

On the other hand, the quantity of spirits 
used for non-dutiable purposes has increased 
during. the same decade from less than 
9 250,000 proof gallons to 335,500,000. 

The non-dutiable spirits are those used for 
industrial or scientific purposes, or for 
domestic heating and cleaning. 


TOBACCO REVENUE 

The Budget estimate of the tobacco revenue 
had been reduced to £66,600,000, partly to 
allow for a further increase in the use of 
Empire tobacco at the preferential rate of 
duty, and partly to cover a possible diminn- 
tion in the size or weight of cigarettes which 
might be effected under the stress of the 
growing inter-trade competition in gilt 
coupons. 

The coupon systerh was subsequently 
abandoned by the tobacco trade in general 
as from January Ist, 1934, and the effect 
could hardly be judged from the figures for 
the three months to March 3lst following. 
But the actual. revenue in 1925-34 was 
£67.500,000, thus producing a surplus of 
£900,000, to which the abandonment of the 
coupon system and the improvement in trade 
conditions in generai may both have con- 
tributed, 

During the year ended March lst, 1954, 
7,110 seizures of smuggled goods were made. 
Of these 3,552 were seizures of tobacco and 
spirits, the quantity of tuhba:co seized being 
2,158lbs., and spirits 163 gallons. 

The number of persors cecnvicted of 
smuggling was 3,271, and the total amount of 
the penalties recovered. was £20,202. 

PENSIONS CLAIMS 

In. Great Britain the number of claims to 
old age pensions under the 1908-1924 Acts 
and the Blind Persons Act, 1920, received by 
pension officers during the year 1933-34 was 
73,700, against 76,200 in the preceding year, 
and the number ot ‘‘ questi ns ” raised was 
15,200, against 16.000 in the preceding year. 
As a result of the inquiries made i 
claims were not allowed and 7,200 pensions 
already granted were revoked. 

The total number of pensions payable at 
the end of the year under the 1908-1924 Acts 
was 741,000, against 778,000 at the end of 
1932-'33.

OVER FIFTY PEOPLE

A serious epidemic of food poisoning is 
marring. Christmastide in. the mining town- 
ship of Maltby, near Rotherham. 

Over fifty people, men, women, and 
children, have been stricken, and twenty- 
three of them have been removed to hospital 
at Rotherham. 

In some instances whole families are ill, 
and,in one case parents and their two children 
are in hospital. 

The poisoning was first diagnosed on 
Thursday, when four people were sent to 
hospital. Since then the cases have increased 
with alarming rapiditv, and in addition to 
those already reported there are several 
suspected cases 

Samples of food have been sent to an 
analyst, whose report is awaited. 


18 STILL IN HOSPITAL 


Of the 50 people—men, women and 
children—who are victims of the epidemic 
eighteen were last night still in hospital. 

The others were under. treatment at their 
homes. Jt was not believed that many more 
cases would be reported 

Dr. T. V. Griffith, Medical Officer at Alma 
Road Hospital, where the sufferers were 
detained, stated last night that one or two 
of the patients were ‘fairly ill,” but were 
noi in danger. 

The others, he added, were improving 
under treatment. ; 

The patients who are being attended by 
their own doctors wÉre also stated to be pro- 
gressing favourably. . The analvst's report on 
the samples of food sent to him will be 
available to-dav.

The Emden’s captain was interned in Eng- 
land, but was released under an agreement 
hetween Britain and Germany at the end of 
1917, for the mutual return of certain :cate- 
gories of war prisonérs. He died in 1932. 

For many years the bell of the Emden has 
graced the entrance of the main official build-

AUSTRALIA 


PART PLAYED BY 
IRISHMEN

The fourth, and last, of a series of special 
sermons in connection with the Church of 
Ireland Home Mission Society on “ The 
World-wide Church ’’ was preached in Christ 
Church Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday after- 
noon by the Rev. H. E. King , organising 
secretary of the Irish Auxi ní of the 
Society for the Propagation of the Gospel 
in Foreign Parts. 

In the course of his sermon, the preacher 
said that the history of the Church in 
Australia was romantic and interesting. The 
first clergyman went to Australia with the 
expedition which took the first settlers 
there—some seven hundred convicts and 400 
soldiers and marines. The early days cf 
the colony were days of hardship, as in 
every new country, but, added to the hard- 
ship, was the fact that so many of the 
colonists. had been deported from the old 
land for crimes of a lesser or greater degree, 
and many of the population, freed in a large 
measure trom the restraints of home, became 
lawless. The task of the few clergy was 
a difficult one, but they remained at their 
posts with courage and zeal. for’ the con- 
version. of souls. 

In 1836 the first bishopric was established, 
when William Grant Broughton, formerly 
Archdeacon, was made Bishop of Australia. 
Gradually through the help of the Society 
for the Propagation of the Gospel and other 
societies, new bishoprics were founded, so 
that to-day there were twenty-four dioceses. 

The diocese to which he went from 
England twenty-six years ago was that of 
Perth, Western Australia. It was formed 
from the Diocese of Adelaide in 1857, and 
since that date three other dioceses had been 
founded from it, making the Province of 
Western Australia, with the Archbishop of 
Perth as Metropolitan. 


DIOCESE OF PERTH 


The Diocese of Perth should be of interest 
to Irishmen, because of the part that Irish- 
men had, played in its history. . The first 
clergyman which the Society for the Propa- 
gation of the Gospel sent to Western 
Australia was the Rev. George King, a 
graduate of Trinity College, who was 
ordained in 1836, and, after serving as a 
curate in this country, went out. in 1841. 

It was an Irishman who had much to do 
with the drawing up of the: con- 
stitution of the Diocese of Perth. 
His. name was John Winthropp Hackett, 
an uncle of the present Archdeacon of 
Dublin. He was a graduate of T.C.D., 
and later an honorary LL.D. ; and eventually 
he was knighted by the King for services 
rendered to the Colony. He was for many 
years the honorary Chancellor of the diocese, 
and the Church owed much to him. 

The present Archbishop of Perth, Doctor 
Henry Frewen Le Fanu, was a native of 
Bray. Another Irishman associated with the 
Diocese of Perth was the Dean of Ferth, 
Robert Henry Moore, who graduated at 
Trimty College, Dublin, and who was 
ordained here before he responded to the call 
to Australia. 

There was then a definite link between 
the: Church in Ireland and the Church in 
Western Australia, which should commend 
the work there to their consideration, 


PROBLEMS 


The preacher then referred. to the three 
main eons which the Church had before 
it in Australia— 

(1) The ministration to their own people 
in the scattered part of the bush. 

(2) The spiritual care of the native popula- 
tion of Australia. 

(5) The spreading of the Gospel among 
the teeming multitudes on the islands to the 
north and north-east coasts. 

The preacher dealt with «ach of these 
problems, and said that, despite the diffi- 
culties which faced the Church in Australia, 
no less than £10,000 was spent last year in 
work among the Australian natives and 
£65,000 in missionary work outside Australia.

COMMANDANT 


From OUR CoRRESPONDENT. 
KILKENNY, Sunday. 


UST the Government not realise that 
anything happening in this country 
at the present time is due entirely 

to the fact that they have destroyed the 
nation’s chief industry, that they have 
dostroyed the means by which the people 
could pay ‘heir way! This was the question 
put by Commandant Cronin, addressing a 
meeting in Kilkenny to-day, following a re- 
vsption to Captain Patrick Quinn, Gowran 
House, and Thomas Fitzgerald, just released 
from Arbour Hill after undergoing a sentence 
of three months, imposed by the Military 
Tribunal. The released prisoners were met 
on the outskirts of the city by a procession 
of about 200 young men and women, most of 
them wearing blue shirts and blue blouses, 
and headed by the Blue Shirt colours and 
fife and drum band, and marched through 
the city to the Black Quarry, about a mile 
outside the town. 
A big force of Civic Guards was on duty 
in the city, and about 100 of them, under 
Chief Superintendent O'Halloran, Waterford, 
accompanied the procession. Here and there 
along the route of the procession spectators 
on the side walks shouted “ Up Dev,” “ Up 
the Republic,” “Up Arbour Hill.”” A large 
crowd of opposition elements marched after 
the procession to the place of meeting, but 
nothing untoward occurred. Among those 
resent “were Mr. Richard Holohan, T.D.; 
Mr. Denis J. Gorey,- ex-T.D.; Mr, William 
L. Duggan, Carlow. 


AN INTERRUPTION 


When Commandant. Cronin mentioned that 
Captain Quinn was. the man who first 
organised the Blue Shirts in Kilkenny, some- 
body in the crowd shouted, “‘He should be 
ashamed of himself.” Commandant Cronin 
retorted. amidst cheers, “You will be 
ashamed of yourself if you don’t go away.” 
A number of Blue Shirts rushed towards the 
interrupter, and Commandant Cronin said, 
“ Come back, lads; take no notice of him.” 
Commandant Cronin said that it was a 
lamentable state of affairs that they had a 
Government making tyrannical laws in the 
name of the Irish people. Nobody in our 
time or in previous generations thought it 
was possible that a native Government could 
make laws expressly for the purpose of 
making criminals of their own countrymen. 
Fianna Fail told the people that if elected they 
would make this country a Utopia. 

Mr. de Valera said that immediately after 
taking over the reins of government there 
were 60,000 unemployed in the country. 
although the actual figure was 35,000, and 
said that there was no country in the world 
where the unemployment problem could be 
solved so easily as in this country. Despite 
all the promises of Fianna Fail to solve the 
unemployment problem, there were now 
126, people unemployed. If there is not 
a change in the Government, or in the 
methods employed by the present Govern- 
ment, the crash is going to come sooner or 
later. sees 

Captain Quinn, who got an enthusiastic 
reception, said that it was quite clear that 
the people responsible for faction would 
not succeed in overthrowing the Central 
Council of their great national movement. 
He asked his listeners to remember the 
prisoners who were spending Christmas in 
Arbour Hill so that their movement might 
be able to withstand and hold out against 
the ‘hand of the tyrranous Government and 
against the policy of the factionist party. 
which was based on personalities and 
vanities.

According to the annual report of Mr. R. 
B. Donald, M.Inst., C.E.,F.SI.., the Belfast 
City Engineer and Surveyor, the number of

and public buildings. Approvals were also 


given for 1,046 alterations and additions to 
existing buildings, and for the installation 
of 30 petrol tank chambers v..:h pumps at an 
approximate cost of £5,600.
